WASHINGTON, May 20.—If the Span- 


ish fleet is at Santiago de Cuba the fact 
Is probably not known officially at the 
Navy Department this morning, notwith- 
standing the fact that the department has 
been using all of the machinery of the 
Consular service, in addition..to the ser- 
vices of numerous scouting vessels, to set 
In and keep track of the elusive foe. 


The War Board went into session early 


in the day, probably to consider the 
weight of the newspaper reports as to the 
movements of the Spanish fleet. The fact 
that the first report came from Madrid 
was regarded as in itself a suspicious 
circumstance, for it is hardly to be sup- 
posed that the Spaniards are such sim- 
ple strategists tia to advise us of'their 
plans in that manner. 


The other report, regarded as confirm- 
atory of the Madrid cable, namely, that 
from the steamer Adula, upon close read- 
ing, 
failed to Indicate whether the war- 


ships seon from that vessel were Amer- 
ican or Spanish. Altogether, the general 
belief at the departn.cnt was that the 
whereabouts of the 
Spanish are still 
doubtful. 


General Miles had another long consul- 
tation .today with Secretary Long, and 
these repeated meetings are construed 
here to mean that- a point has been 
reached in the campaign where the army 
finds it necessary to cull upon the navy 
for convoys to take tho troops to Cuba,- 
It is realized that this work is extra haz- 
ardous at present. 


Convoys always ore exposed to destruc- 


tion at the hands of a determined enemy. I 
and with a. squadron of fleet Spanish 
cruisers and torpedo gunboats of great 
speed lying in wait somewhere near Cuba, 
nothing but the most formidable convoy, 
such as would ba afforded by all of Samp- 
son's and Schley's ironclads, save, tho 
monitors, would suffice to give a reason- 
able degree of protection against at- 
tack. 


There are indications, that the military 


expedition, will make its real start from 
Key West, unless the atmosphere clears 


through the destruction or the disappear- 
ance from Cuban waters of the Spanish 
fleet. 


If the start is made from Port Tampa, 


the ships, with their heavy loads of 
troops and stores, will be exposed to at- 
tack almost thirty hours, not allowing for 
the possibility of spending much addi- 
tional time off the Cuban coast waiting 
for an opportunity to land. On tho other 
hanrl, if the start is made from Key West, 
the nnal'stage of tho journey, will be ra- 
duced to the daylight hours of or.e day. 


While the report from Madrid that the 


Spanish-squadron is at Santiago is .re- 
ceived with some misgiving, .yet the ofli- 
•cials of-the Cuban delegation consider tha 
report accurate, as it bears, out what 
tlieao officials 
pointed out, when the 


Spanish fleet 'reached Martinique, as to 
the probable course the Spanish Admiral 
would take. 


Being well acquainted with the Cuban 


coast,' its facilities for landing, etc.) Senor 
Quesada said at the outset that Admiral 
Ccrvera would seek to elude tho Ameri- 
can fleet and by a circuitous route would 
make for Santiago. This, Mr. Quesada 
pointed out, was the natural move by 
which the Spanish Admiral would escape 
a battle and -would be most secure in 
making a landing on Cuban soil.

A director of the Associated Charities 


speaking ot the benefit of the work 
said: "Tbe prosecution of the tunnel 
road project is almost a. work of neces- 
sity. No one who is -not familiar with 
conditions wh'ich exist and demands 
for relief can appreciate what we -may 
have to face this coming winter with 
the failure of crops over a large portion 
oC the State and the drift of thousands 
of the unemployed to the cities.

ready the relief agencies are sorely 
taxed -and many ojf the most deserving 
cases do not reach them. The care 
of inciig-ents outside of institutions in 
Alameda county last year cost $16,988.26 
according- to the report of the County 
Clerk just published, and the County 
Infirmary cost $35,953.60. The total of 
expenses to th'e tax-payers of the coun- 
ty chargeable to the account of public 
charities and liospitals last year was 
over f88,500, a sum about twice as much 
as it would cost to complete the tunnel 
road. There are no doubt Hundreds of 
people who will have to work for char- 
ity the coming winter. In San Francis- 
co the Balboa boulevard, lately chang- 
ed to the Dewey boulevard, was large- 
ly constructed as a work of; necessity. 
It was of not irsarly the material bene- 
fit to that city which Oakland would 
reap from the tunnel road. While we 
are engaged in our efforts for suffering 
Cuba and our philanthropic efforts to 
go out to Armenians and Patagonians, 
let us remember the old adage that 
'charity begins at home.' It does not 
necessarily stop there. Yet our sym- 
pathy should not Increase according to 
the distance of the object. There is a 
loud call for som.e practical effort at our 
own door."
